Chicago, February 21.—The Uuit- 
éd States railway labor board to- 
day recommended that the contro- 
versy between employees of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and _ Atlantic 
railroad and the road be remanded 
for further conferences before the 
board makes any decision in the 
case. 

The board's ruling stated that the 
conferences held prior to bringtng 
the case before the board had not 
fully complied with the spirit of the 
transportation act and suggested 
that further conferences on all 
phases of thé situation be held be- 
fore the board takes action. 

The case was brought to the board 
following notices of a wage reduc- 


_ tion which subsequently was order- 
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~ matters of finance were 


ed rescinded by the board. The 
road argued financial inability to 
pay the rates established under the 
board’s wage award of July, 1920. 
Inability Net Cause. 

Inability of a railroad to pay 
Wages established by the raijroad 
labor board is not sufficient cause 
tor a carrier to.notify its employees 
that wages are to be cut. 

it must prove that the wages it 
is ordered to pay are not “just and 
reasonable,” irrespective of any abil- 
ity to pay. 

The road was operating under 
$100,000 a month deficit, the offi- 
cers showéd, and declared immedi- 
ate relief was necessary to avoid 
scrapping the road. The reduc- 
ion notice was withdrawn pending 
presentation of the case before the 
board. 

Jurisdiction Plea.

‘The board’s de- 
cision says that in View of the fact 
that conferences on whether the 
present rates are just and reason- 
able had not been held, the board 
did not “deem it necessary to de- 
cide to what extent, if at all, a 
carrier's financial condition is a 
factor in the determination of just 
and reasonable wages to be paid by 
such a carrier.” 

Both sides agreed that the only 
argument advanced by the vrail- 
road for the reduction ord was 
the road’s poor financial condom 
The notice posted by the road Stat- 
ed that the reduction was to be 
made “on account of present con- 
ditions,” and later introduced evi- 
dence before the board on lower 
cost of living, unemployment, com-

“Wage Board Cord - 
Strangling Road” : 
Says B. L. Bugg 


Notice of Cut to A., B. & A. 
Employees Not With- 
drawn, He Says. 


“We are in the position of hav- 
ing a cord about our necks, placed 
there by the wage board, which is 
strangling us to death, and yet we 
are being urged to further negotia- 
tions as we die of starvation.” 

This was the statement made by 
Colonel B. L. Bugg, president of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, Monday night when told 
of the action of the United. States 
railroad labor board in withholding 
its deeision upon the question of 
reducing the wages of 2,000 em- 
ployees of the A., B. & A. railroad. 

This was the extent of what Colo- 
nel Bugg had to say regarding the 
matter, except to deny that the 
board had ordered the notice) of 
wage reduction to the A., B. & A. 
employees withdrawn. 

Order Not Withdrawn. 

“We were not ordered to with- 
draw this thirty-day notice of a 
cut,” declared Colonel Bugg, “‘and 
the order still stands asit did. The 
ruling of the board, previous to the 
hearing on February 10, was that 
there should be no change made in 
the status quo of the case, except 
by agreement between the railroad 
and the employees; and to have 
withdrawn the notice would have 
materially changed it,” he said. 

When asked as to what action, if 
any, the road would take in the 
present situation, ‘in view of the 
claims that have been made that the 
company is losing something like 
$100,000 a month through the pres- 
ent wage scale, he declined to in- 
dicate what the next move of the 
railroad would be. “I am not pre- 
pared to go into the matter to- 
night,” he said. 

Rall Leaders Not Here. 

Efforts to reach officials of the 
unions employed by the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad 
developed that those empowered to 
speak*were out of the city. At- 
tempts to get into communication

representing the sixteen standard 
railroad unions also developed that 
all these men, who were at the 
Terminal hotel within the past day 
or so, had left-.the city. 

It was unofficially understood, 
however, that the union men will 
be pleased over the turn the case 
has taken, the statement being 
made that the-ruling of the wage 
board handed down Monday is al- 
most exactly in line with the con- 
tentions of the employees before the 
board.

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Atlantans Have 


Narrow Escape 
In Plane Crash 


Wrecked Passengers Res- 
cued From Sea by Pass- 
ing Fishing Smack. 


Miami, Fia., Febnuary 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Bouncing on the waves of 
the Atlantic for several hours in 
a shattered hydro-aeroplane and be- 
ing rescued at last by a passing 
fishing smack, were the chief fea- 
tures in an adventure reported by 
five Atlantans who left Miami last 
Saturday afternoon for an air trip 
to Palm Beach and whose plane 
was wrecked a few miles out on 
their journey. 

The party, composed of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Kiser, Mr. and Mrs. 
James D. Robinson and Albert How- 
ell, Jr., were returning from a visit 
to Cuba when they decided to make 
the jump from Miami to Palm Beach 
by air. Leaving Miami at 4 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon, the hydro-plane 
in which they were traveling crash- 
ed to the water, injuring the pon- 
toons and one of the wings. 

The fall occurred five miles from 
land, and for a time it seemed that 
the battered machine would be over- 
come by the waves before assist- 
ance could be obtained. The gold- 
headed walking cane of Mr. Robin- 
son, however, with the aid of a 
handkerchief, supplied: by another 
of the party, served as a distress 
signal, which was hoisted by Har- 
ry Robert, pilot of the ship 

After several hours of waiting, 
tossing on the heavy sea which had 
arisen, the S: O. &. signal was seen 
by a passing fishing smack, whose 
crew took the marooned party to 
shore, towing in the wrecked plane 
as well. The relief came just as 
dark was falling, and it is entirely 
probable that if the small craft 
had not hove into sight just as it 
did, the entire night would have 
been spent on the wrecked craft, if 
it could have withstood the on- 
slaught of the waves to that ex- 
tent. 

Pilot Robert is well known in avi- 
ation circles, being the present 
holder of the airline speed record 
between New York and Miami.

Washington, D. C., February 21.— 
President Wilson is expected to re-\ 
commend to congress before he 
leaves office that authority be 
granted for the United States to 
accept German bonds to be applied 
against the debt that Belgium owes 
America, it was learned today at 
the state department. 

It was explained that while the 
United States is not committed to 
any agreement there was an under- 
standing reached at the Paris peace 
conference that such recommenda- 
tions should be made to the legis- 
lative bodies of England, France 
and the United States. It was 
cident to the claims of Belgium’for 
priority in reparations and was 
agreed to by the representatives of 
the three great powers as a prac- 
ticable means for an immediate 
lightening of Belgium’s financial 
burden. . 

Opposition Foreseen. 

Opposition is expected in the Sen- 
ate to the recommendation should 
it be made. 

The Senate judiciary committee 
elicited from Nicholas Kelley, as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, 
that France had obtained a credit 
of $300,000,000 from this govern- 
ment since the armistice to cover 
outstanding commitments to the 
United States and Great Britian. 
France retains a credit of $50,000,000 
Kelley said, and is seeking to ob- 
tain $21,000,000 at this time. Kelley 
revealed also that $12,000,0U0 had 
been set aside to finance the return 
of Czech-Slovakian goldiers from 
Siberia.

Hearing of Impeachment

Washington, February 21.—The 
right of a federal judge to accept 
outside employment while serving 
on the bench was sharply ques- 
tioned by members of the house 
judiciary committee today in con- 
sidering impeachment charges 
against Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis. 

After Representative Welty, 
democrat, Obio, had outlined the 
grounds on which he asked for the 
impeachment of Judge Landis be- 
cause of his $42,500 a year con- 
tract as supreme arbiter of or- 
ganized baseball, members insist- 
ed that the committee should go 
thoroughly into the case. With 
this in view, Chairman Volstead 
announced that the question would 
be taken up Wednesday. 

It will be left entirely for the 
committee, composed exclusively of 
lawyers, to decide whether there is 
sufficient ground to justify pre- 
sentation of the case to the house 
of representatives. Should the 
house vote to impeach, the senate 
would sit ag the trial court. 


Express Opposition, 

Three republican members of the 
committee, Representative Husted, 
New York; Goodykoontz, West Vir- 
ginia, and Boise, Iowa, openly ex- 
pressed opposition to the double 
service of the judge: 

Mr. Husted declareti that accept- 
ance af so large an outside salary 
was “outrageous,” but insisted the 
committee should have facts on 
which to draw an indictment. 

Mr. Boise thought the judge 
might be forced by public opinion 
,to quit one job’ 

Mr. Goodykoontz said that if 
Judge Landis’ course was legally 
and morally proper, there...was 
nothing to prevent the meat pack- 
ers or others employing a man on 
the bench to look after their in- 
terests while still acting as judge. 


Reason Alleged 

Asked to explain why Judge Lan- 
dis had been picked by organized 
baseball to sit as arbiter, Mr. Welty 
presented a letter from Chicago, 
which purported to quote one of 
the magnates as saying that Lan- 
dis, as a private citizen, meant 
nothing to baseball, but that Lan- 
dis as a judge meant everything. 
Mr. Welty was emphatic in the as- 
sertion that, this was the real ba- 
sis for his appointment.

Government Officials Vig- 
orously Defend Foreign 
Loans Extended Before 
and Since Armistice. 


Washington, February *21.—For- 
eign loans extended by the treasury 
during the war and since the ar- 
mistice were vigorously defended 
by government officials today in re- 
ply to protestants against further 
exercise of the government's loan 
powers. 

Secretary Houston, of the treasury, 
resumed testimony before the sen- 
ate judiciary committee on the 
Reed bill directing the stoppage of 
further loan negotiations with the 
debtor nations. At the same time, 
Solicitor General Frierson respond- 
ed in the court to the suit brought 
by William Randolph Hearst to 
prevent further financial transac- 
tiorrs with foreign governments. 

Mr. Houston was excused from 
further appearance before the com- 
mittee after he had presented a 
mass of correspondence covering 
the entire subject of negotiations 
and had pointed out the impossi- 
bility of hig reading them in full 
in the few days preceding March 4. 
He, however, left Nicholas Kelley, 
assistant secretary, in charge of 
foreign loans, at the disposal of the 
commitee while it continued the in- 
vestigation. 

Frierson Files Brief 

Mr. Frierson filed with the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court 
a brief reviewing the transactions 
with the foreign powers, and declar- 
ed there was no necessity for the 
injunction brought by Mr. Hearst 
as a taxpayer as Secretary Hous- 
ton had no intention of establish- 
ing additional credits in favor of 
any foreign powers. The solicito> 
general reviewed at Jength the con- 
ditions under which money was ad- 
vanced to the Kerensky government 
of Russia. He also asserted that 
Secretary Houston did not concede 
that athe plaintiff possessed a status 
entitling him to call in question 
the various credits or that the court 
had any jurisdiction to determine 
such a controversy. 

Counsel for Mr. Hearst, replying 
to the Bolicitor general, declared 
that the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States had never refused to en- 
tertain a suit to prevent a federal 
official from disposing of the mon- 
ey or property of the United States 
in an alleged_unlawful manner.

Husband Is Interpreter. 

Mr. ard Mrs. Polak are visitors in 
Atlanta this week. This petite Span- 
ish bride, now only 18 years old, 
was born in Madrid and speaks nota 
word of English, so it fell to the lot 
of Mr. Polak to act as interpreter 
for us. 

Mrs. Polak before her marriage 
about a year ago was Maria Chris- 
tina Epetacia Herra Bravo, and 
comes from a line of distinguished 
ancestors. On her father’s side she 
is a descendant of General Nicholas 
Pravo, who bears the same relation 
to Mexico that George Washington 
Goes to the United States. On her 
mother’s side she is the granddaugh- 
ter of Porfirio Diaz, former presi- 
dent and known as the “strong man 
of Mexico.

ATLANTA PASTORS 
CONDEMN OCONEE 
COUNTY LYNCHING 


Resolutions condemning the 
lynching of a negro in 
county last week, and commending 
Governor Dorsey for promptly of- 
fering a large reward for the ap- 
prehension of the mob leaders, 
were adopted Monday at a meet- 
ing of the Methodist Ministers’ as- 
sociation. Following is the text of 
the resolutions: 


We, the Methodist preachers’ meeting of 
Atlanta, representing nearly 20,000 . active 
communicants, view with horror beyond 
words the atrocious murder in Oconee county 
last week of a young wife and mother. Such 
a crime called to high heaven for quick and 
capital punishment. But this punishment 
must be by the orderly processes of law, 
administered through and by our judges, 
juries and executive officers, 

Next to our horror at the murder of the 
innocent: wife and mother, is our amazement 
and indignation at the lynching under cir- 
cumstances of savage barbarity of the ne- 
gro charged with the crime. It is almost 
inconceivable that, in a community famed 
fcr its culture, prosperity, law and order, : 
two thousand or more white men should 
haye become’ a lawless mob venting their 
bible even on one charged with a hor- 


e crime. 

herefore, be it resolved: 

1. That we condemn the crime and the 
criminal in unsparing words, and tender our 
loving sympathy to those bereaved unde: 
such unspeakably distressing circumstances. 

2. That we express our unmeasured con- 
demnation of the mob and of lynching in 
this and jn all other cases. 

3. That we commend our brother ministers 
of all denominations at Athens for their 
quick and complete condemnation of this 
crime of the mob, committed almost under 
the shadow of their churches. 

4. That we believe the sheriffs of Oconee 
and Clarke counties should have protected 
at any cost the prisoner in their charge. 

5. That we commend Governor Dorsey for 
his prompt offer of a large reward for 
the leaders of the mob; and Ohancellor Bar- 
row, Judge Cobb and other citizens of Ath- 
ens for their unsparing condemnation of the 
mob, whose own crime against the law has 
brought repronch upon Athens, Ga., and our 
entire southland. 

That we cal! on the legislature at its 
next session to pass stringent laws against 
lynching; to provide a jury selected from 
the state outside the area where a lynching 

s been committed: to provide a_ state 
constabulary which has been so effective 
in other states; and especially to confer 
authority upon the governor to remove a 
sheriff or other officer of county or city 
when convinced that said officer hag been 
derelict in hig duty. 

7. That we believe the violation of the 
prohibition law is responsible for much of 
the crime wave in city and county, and we 
call upon judges to sentence bootleggers and 
moonshiners to jail and chaingang instead 
of turning them loose with small fines to 
continue their nefarious business which has 
fu it all the elements of murder, lynching 


and anarchy.

For Statement 
Scoring Wilson 


Higher Officials Will Not 
Interfere With “Discip- 
line” for Prisoner. 


* Washington, February 21.—High- 
er authorities of the federal gov- 
ernment will not interfere“with the 
“discipline” of Eugene V. Debs, 50- 
cialist leader confined in the At- 
lanta penitentiary, it can be stated. 

The privilege of seeing visitors 
has been denied Debs, according to 
D. S. Dickerson, superintendent of 
federal prisons, because of a state- 
ment Debs issued after President 
Wilson had refused to.grant him a 
pardon. It wag indicated the or- 
der was put in force at the in- 
stance of superior officials, or at 
least with their knowledge and 
sanction. - 

The prisoner will not bé allowed 
to leave the penitentiary, or, to 
see his friends or attorneys. 

Dickerson said the statement 
Debs issued was construed as a 
wilful infraction of prison rules. 
It said, in effect, that it was Pres- 
ident Wilson who should ask for a 
pardon, 

“The prisoner will not be allow- 
ed to reinstate himself by an apol-. 
ogy,” said Dickerson. “He will be 
denied visitors until such a time 
as the department of justice sees 
fit to change its orders. : 

“The rules do not permit attacks 
by preeeers upon the government 
or its officials through letters or 

ublished statements. In giving his 
nterview to an attorney, who had 
called» upon him on a pretext of 
business, Debs knowingly violated 
the rules of the prison, and in em- 
ploying the methods he did in se- 
euring publications of the state- 
ment, made it necessary that all 
visitors be denied him in order to 
prevent a recurrence of the inci- 
dent. 

“During the campaign last fall, 
when this prisoner was the nomi- 
nee of the socialist party for presi- 
dent, the department felt that a 
certain leniency should be allowed 
Debs in expounding the principles 
of his party through authorized in- 
terviews given to representatives 
of the press.” 


Castleton Not Surprised | 


At Dickerson’s Action. 


In reference to the report from 
Washing@on, Samuel M. Castleton, 
Debs’ attorney, stated: 

“TI am not surprised at the con- 
duct of Superintendent of Federal 
Prisons Dickerson, as he withheld 
a statement issued by Debs during 
the campaign, and not until after 
Attorney General Palmer overruled 
Dickerson was the statement re- 
leased for publication. 

“T am not aware of any ruling 
by the department of justice deny- 
ing Debs the right to see visitors, 
friends of his attorney.” 

Mr. Castleton added that had 
Dickerson -been present at the 
prison at the time the s&tatement 
of Debs was given he would not 
have accused the prisoner of an 
infraction of the penitentiary regu- 
lations, as the interview was; not 
given out in the form of.a si@ned 
statement, but only as a discussion 
of his case.

To pension city employees by 
transferring them to lighter work 
with two-thirds pay, in cases where 
they are subject to pension, is the 
object of an ordinance introduced 
in city council Monday afternoon 
by the committee on benevolence 
and pensions.

+ “The conference will consider the 
publicity and other methods of our 
opponents,” Mr. Morrison said, “and 
it is just possible~that labor will 
launch an opposing movement 
against those who imagine they 
control every avenue of publicity. 
Our opponents are mistaken if they 
imagine they have made the slight- 
est progress in disrupting. the 
workers. [I believe labor will for- 
mulate a plan to expose the pre- 
tense of men who are only in- 
terested in cheap labor and a con- 
tinuation of a policy of profiteer- 
ing.

CONFUSION CAUSED 
BY SIMILAR NAMES 
OF TWO COMPANIES 


Similarity in names has caused 
confusion regarding the recent rev- 
ocation of the license of the Jeffer- 


son Insurance company, of Phila- 
deiphia, to do business in the state 
of Georgia, Insurance Commission- 
er Wright stated yesterday. 

The Jefferson Standard Life In- 
Surance company, of Greensboro, 
N. C., has been caused considerable 
embarrassment by policyholders, 
the commissioner stated, o gain- 
ed the impression that this compa- 
ny had been prohibited from doing 
business in the state. 

The Philadelphia concern is al- 
leged to have violated the state in- 
Surance laws and the license was 
revoked and the deposit of $10,000 
forfeited, at the same time that 
similar action on the cases of two 
other insurance companies was tak- 
en by Commissioner Wright several 
days ago. 

Commissioner Wright, in order to 
clear up the misunderstanding, has 
written the following letter to R. 
D. Statham, of Atlanta, manager for 
the Georgia territory for the com- 


pany: 

‘‘It ig rather unfortunate that the name 
of your company, the Jefferson Standard 
Life Insurance company, of Greenskero, N. 
C., is somewhat similar to the name of the 
Jefferson Insurance company, of Philadel- 
hia, Pa., whose license to do business in 
jeorgia was revoked a few days ago, The 
two companies have no connection whatever, 
your company being a life insurance com- 
many chartered under the laws of North 

arolina, and the company whose licen#e was 
revoked being a marine insurance company, 
c~=red under the laws of Pennsylvania, 
with head offices. in New York. 

“It affords me pleasure to say that the 
Jefferson Standard Life Insurance company 
has fully complied with the laws of this 
state and has been doing business in Geor- 
gia for a number of years. The company 
is amply solvent and fully able to meet Its 
liabilities.’’

Marietta, Ga., February 21.—(Spe- 
ecial.)}—Startling details of a plot 
whereby all the prisoners at Cobb 
county ‘jail would have secured 
their liberty witnin the next few 
days were laid bare Monday, when 
an elaborately planned jail deliv- 
ery failed through the premature 
escape of four negroes Monday

Their scheme foiled through the 
action of the negroes, several of 
the other convicts, of whom there 
are about forty, made confessions 
Moday to Warden J. W. White. 

The four “negroes, Anderson 
Franklin, Will Bryant and Fred 
Johnson and Beegie gained free- 
dom by removing the bars of a 
window a short distance from the 
ground in the rear of the jail, and 
were gone from sight when their 
escape was discovered. Bloodhounds 
were secured and a pursuit was 
begun.

Washington, February 21.—Trans- 
fer of a part of the Syrian mandate 
from: France to Great Britain under 
@ convention formally concluded 
between the two powers without 
reference to the league of nations 
was interpreted today by state de- 
partment officials as an apparent 
violation of the treaty of Versailles. 

The state department view was 
set forth as holding that the tracing 
of the boundaries of the mandate 
territories was an exclusive func- 
tion of the league of nations, as 
provided by the treaty.

THINK OF THE GARDEN. 
No matter how February “cuts 
up,” it’s a good month in which to 
plan for the home-garden. :

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THE CONSTIPATION HABIT. 
The first dose of castor oil or 
other physic given to the baby is a 


tremendously important matter 
which calls for the judgment of 
the physician. Parents are sadly 
remiss when they permit anyone 
else to decide this question. A baby 
is a delicate bit of machinery— 
that is, very finely adjusted, not 
weak, perfectly co-ordinated like 
a fine watch. Heedless attempts 
to regulate a watch with a hammer 
or a monkey wrench are scarcely 
deemed advisable. 

The second and third doses of 
castor oli or other physic are even 


more injurious than the first, The 
first dose is, in rare cases, perhaps 
a necessary evil, but an evil never- 
theless, The second and third 
doses tend to establish or increase 
the inco-ordination brought about 
by the first. and then set up a 


state of dependence on artificial | 


stimulants to peristalsis or bowel 
movement. From this unwise or 
ill-advised resort to physics in the 
early days or weeks of life, the 
constipation habit is commonly 
established, and unless every care 
is taken the habit tends to become 
more fixed as the years pass. 
Another factor of the constipa- 
tion habit is inadequate feeding in 


infancy. For one reason or an- 
other, often unnecessarily, the 


‘mother decides to wean the baby 


and resort to artificial feeding. She 
makes a half-hearted ottempt to 
modify fresh milk to suit the baby’s 
age and condition, and meeting 
with. discouragementgs she readily 
listens to suggestions of advisers 
who are really not qualified to de- 
termine the food requirements of a 
growing child, and thus the baby is 
cheated with some deficient food 
which may be very convenient to 
prepare and entirely digestible but 
which, nevertheless, cheats the 
baby out of vitally necessary ele- 
ments such as fat or vitamins 
(growth-promoting factors). A 
food preparation lacking a fair pro- 
portion of fat (a proportion akin 
to the 4 per cent in the baby food 
supplied by nature) is bound to fa- 
vor the constipation habit; more- 
over, such foods, if relied upon as 
the sole nourishment of a bahy for 
fmany weeks or months, promote 
‘scurvy and rickets. 


Still a third common factor of 
the constipation habit is failure to 


ad substantially to the diet of the 
average normal infant from time to 
time in the first year of life. Thus, 
orange juice or any other fruit 
juice or tomato juice, any of these 
raw or cooked, should be given 
every day or two, from one to 
several teanspoonfuls, between 
milk feedings, from the third or 
fourth month of age; and from the 
sixth wonth any stewed or baked 
fruit pulp may be given. Some 
fresh meat broth (beef, chicken, 
mutton) should be given about 
thrice weekly to babies from the 
age of seven or eight months. 
Along with this a teaspoonful or 
two of any vegetable, thoroughly 
cooked and strained through a 
sieve may be given. The average 
baby is cutting teeth every minute, 
day and month from the age of six 
months to the age of twenty-five 
years, and the teethjare undoubted- 
ly intended to function.

My two-year-old daughter -is 
rather nervous, and she is inclined 
to use her left hand, IE have been 
trying to make her use the right, 
but a friend told me it would only 
make the child more nervous:

ANSWER—I think it is better 
not to interfere. Forced change, if 
the child is naturally left-handed 
does. tend to create nervousness and 
sometimes causes’ stuttering and 
backwardness.

Editor Constitution: Just to prove 
the folly of growing all cotton and 
no food, permit me to give cotton 
Srowers some figures to work out: 

First, we take our crop of 1909, 
which totaled 10,005,000 bales weigh- 
ing 500 each. It brought us a to- 
tal of $695,347,500, or an average 
Price of 13.9c per pound. 

Compare this 1909 crop with our 
crop of 1914—the largest crop the 
United States have ever produced 
—which amounted to 16,135,000 bales 
of 500 weight. It brought us an av- 
erage of 6.8c per pound,’ or a total 
of $548,590,000. 

You can see plainly that we 
worked and produced 6,130,000 bales 


that we didn't get one cent for, be- 
sides being out $46,757,500 in 1914. 


Of course the war was partly the 
cause of cotton being cheap in 1914, 
they say, but we can’t agree to 
this. Let that go—as to what the 
war had to do with the price—and 


of 1911, which amounted to 15,693,- 
000 bales, and sold at an average 
price of 8.8c per pound and totaled 
an aggregate sum of $690,492,000, 
which is $4,855,500 less than our 
crop of 1909 brought us and 5,688,- 
000 more baleg of cotton. id th 
War cause us to give this 5,683,000 
bales. of ‘cotton to the world, with 
the $4,355,500 thrown in for good 
measure? 

We find that.in the year of 1909 
the cost of living in the south was 
less than it was in the years of 
1911-14; or in other words, besides 


producing, in the two years, 11,$18,- 
000. bales free and giving a boot of 
$51,612,500, it cost us 25 per,cent 
more to produce it than it did our 
crop of 1909. Can’t you see our 
stupendous loss? 

The first year that we produced 
10 milli6én bales and over, was in 
1897, when we produced 10,398,000 
bales. It brought us an average 
price of 6.7¢ per pound. The next 
year the total] production was i11,- 
189,000 bales and sold for ar 
age price of i.7c per pound.

The farmers all agree that it is 
bad business to raise all cotton and 
no food, but they are afraid they 
can’t swim in waters they are not 
acquainted with; so they hold 
on to cotton and continue to 
struggle against the current. The 
cotton growers have plenty advice 
and they agree that it is good ad- 
vice but they won't take it. 


Here is the main point for the 
southern cotton growers to copeid- 
er, when they go to plant another 


crop,—they can get more money for 
8,000,000 bales of cotton than they 
ean for 20,000,000, bales and it is 
well known that it will take less 
land, work, and fertilizer and stock 
to produce th: former than the lat- 
ter. Then after produci the eight 
million bales and. getting more 
money than you would for a 20 
million crop, you would have your 
food crops that you could p-oduce 
on 60 per cent of your land ee 
with less work and expense than i 
would take to produce 20 million 
bales of cotton. Think how much 
better it would be with a crib of 
aaa, plenty of meat, milk and but- 
ter, beef cattle; and plenty to feed 
them on without any extra expensé, 
above that of raising a bumper cot- 
ton crop and more money for’ our 
small crop than all our bumper 
crop. And besides, look at the ex-

Condition Was Godsend. 

“This condition we felt was a 
Godsend to the world—that Amer- 
ica was in shape to furnish the 
necessities and essentials to those 
nations that were wrecked and 
demoralized in almost every way. 
We realized that what they needed, 
we had. We could furnish food and 
clothing, raw materials and manu- 
factured products of every kind In 
almost limitless amounts. A long 
period of prosperity seemed assured 
us. .

“The majority of-us overlooked 
just one vital point—in addition to 
having all those things that a bad- 
ly battered world needed, we had 
most of the money with which to 
buy them. Our real statesm and 
our far-seeing bankers realized 
that as international readjustments 
proceeded there would be an awak- 
ening to our actual ‘sivation, ich 
would come with a jolt whén it 
did come. The past few months 
have witnessed the jolt. With four 
million people in the United States 
out of work today, with untold 
quantities of raw materials, food- 
stuffs and manufactured goods of

Unsettled and Irregular 
Day Experienced in Cotton 


Improvements in foreign exchange today 
gave a better tone to the market and hope 
was entertained for favorable results to 
come of the effort to restore peace with 
Turkey, a conference on which ig to be 
held in Lendon this week. 

The trade demand remains Diack, however, 
as goods are ruling quiet and easy; spots 
quiet at about the lowest levels reached 
thus far this season, 

Advices from American mill centers are to 
the effect that unless business improves, 
gnother period of curtailment will be expe- 
rienced, some few mills having shut down 
again for an indefinite period, 

There is much interest concerning probable 
developments attending the first March no- 
tice day next Wednesday, and while it is 
likely heavy tenders will be made, the tm- 
pression prevails that the cotton will be 
cared for at about the present discount 
from May which affords a carrying basis. 

There is much uncertainty as to what 
wlil take place at the final German repara- 
tion conference to be held in London in 
early days of March, as France appears un- 
willing to make concessions, whereas Great 
Britain is disposed to favor a modification 
of the present terms, 

Regarding Turkey, it is reported that 
France and England have agreed to return 
to Turkey territory taken by Greece. If 
confirmed thia may lead to a_ restoration 
of peace in the Near East, which. would be 
faverable for British trade. 

Advices from the eastern half of the 
belt are to the effect that in spite of the 
remarkable open weather the past morth, 
preparations for the next crop have been 
carried on with but little enthusiasm and 
little progress. 

The lack of preparation at this time is 
due to the inability to finance the contin- 
ued campaign for a large reduction in acre- 
age and the absence of an incentive, the 
present price of cotton being below the cost 
, OF production. The sale of fertilizer tags 
by the department of agriculture of Ala- 
bama, indicate sales up to February 1 of 
only 25,000 tons of fertilizer against 65,400 
tone for corresponding period last season,

| Latest Bank. Statements 
| Show Further Improvement 
In Financial Situation 


New York, February 21.—The bank statements published over the 
week-end reflect further improvement in the general financial situation, 
and indicate that liquidation is progressing in some sections of the 
country where such operations have been tardy up to the present. The 
improvement from Wall street’s point of view indicates that easier 
money will be witnessed before very long. Where is one important 
factor which may prevent this, however, and that is the large amount 
of financing, both for domestic and foreign account, which is now 
overhanging the market. It is hoped that general business liquidation 
will provide most of the funds necessary to. take care of such needs. 
But whether or not this will be the case remains to be seen. New 
securities issued during the first seven months of this year have been 
estimated at about $700,000,000, or at the rate of $100,000,000 weekly on 

» the average. 

: A large amount of New York city borrowings are expected to come 

4 upon the market during the company year. It has been estimated that 

' the city needs about 200,000,000. It has been some time since the 

_ ity has come into the open market for funds, most of the financing 
having been taken care of by the banks. ; 


Crude Ojl Prices Tumble. 


Crude oil prices continue to tumble, another sharp reaction of 50 
» cents per barrel being announced for Pennsylvania grade. Reductions 
>? of from 15 to 265 cents per barrel were also made on other eastern 
y grades. Oil prices were about the last of the leading commodities to 
|’ reflect the readjustment, but since the decline started around the first 
of the year, the readjustment amounts to about 50 per cent. Today’s 
price of $4.25 for Pennsylvania crude comparing with a high price of 
$6.10 per barrel quoted in the latter part of 1920. 

The annual report of the American Woolen company will probably 
be made public within the next few weeks or so. American Woolen 
has been placed among what Wall street calls the “inventory stocks.” 
When the report is made public it is expected to show a large loss as 
the result of writing down of inventory. This, together with the rumors 
regarding what action the directors may be expected to take in regard 
to the dividend declaration at the next quarterly dividend, has been 
responsible for the recent weakness in the stock. The shares were 
especially weak on Saturday and again today. 


List Weak Monday. 


The entire list was weak today. Motors, coppers, equipments, rails, 
all being lower. There were some sensational declines in certain of 
the industrial specialties, such as Amercan Woolen, Atlantic Gulf, the 
two Mexican oil stocks and several others. Atlantic Gulf was the fea- 
ture, as has been the case for some time past. The stock broke 8 
points to 42% today, a new low record. Besides the circulation of 
dividend and new financing rumors, which have been circulated of late, 
the break today was due to reports that minority stockholders have 
formed a protective committee for the purpose of taking whatever 
action is necessary, according to the reports. Who these minority 

-.“ stockholders are has not been learned as yet. Also unsigned adver- 
tisements appeared in the local papers, advising stockholders to “sit 
tight.” It has also not been learned thus far who paid for these 
advertisements. f, 

The president of the Atlantic Gulf and West Indies, however, is 
credited with issuing a statement, in which, among other things, he 
states that the company now has six tankers in service, three being 
chartered to other companies. As regards the company’s Mexican 
subsidy, the Atlantic Gulf Oil corporation he refers. to its president’s 
statement, which points out that 1,347,000 barrels of oil were shipped 
last month. No salt water is yet appearing in its wells, and that an 
optimistic feeling prevails that output will be increased from the 
bringing in of other wells. 

The statement further states that negotiations towards financing 
the company’s construction of tankers and Mexican oil properties are 
progressing, and that the company has évery reason to believe they 
will be satisfactorily concluded within a reasonable period, and due 
announcement will be made. The action of the stock, however, indi- 
cates that Wall street has its. doubts in regard to this. 


) Little Buying in Steel. 


The steel trade continues in a weak position. There is very little 
new buying reported, and certain of the smaller mills and a few of 
the larger plants are contemplating further curtailment of output. 
Advices received from Youngstown state that certain independents in 
.that section, in anticipation of a general wage reducton in the very 
near future are accepting orders for steel sheets for March and April 
delivery, at prices approximately $10 ptr ton below the level quoted 
by the United States Steel corporation. 

Houses with good Washington connection state that advices re- 
ceived from Washington indicate that senate leaders have promised an 
early vote on the railroad relief measures, and it is hoped that it will 
not go over to the extra session. There is a possibility, however, that 
the bill may not be passed, as there is already talk of a filibuster. 

The announcement of the failure of a stock exchange house was 
made from the rostrum shortly, after the opening of business today. 
The failure was not considered important, however, and had no effect 
on the stock market.

New York, February 21.—Impair- 
ment of values in the stock market 
was resumed in more aggressive 
and confident fashion today, the ad- 
ditional reaction being prompted by 
various untoward incidents over the 
week-end. 

A very large proportion of the 
day’s varied offerings originated, 
according to boardroom gossip, at 
certain winter resorts, where prom- 
inent bear pools seemed to be tak- 
ing a long-range view of unsettled 
economic conditions.

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'Cortot Given Fine Reception 
In Season’s Closing Concert 


Alfred Cortot, distinguished 
among pianists, appeared in recital 
ast night at the Auditorium, and 
this last event in the Music Study 
club’s Civie Concert series closed a 
group of concerts, which were,/a 
superb set, each one transcendént 
of its kind. 

Because this French artist is not 
sensationally Known, his audience 
was not sensationally large, but a 
very fervent and unmistakable ap- 
preciation was visited upon his 
work. 

His program was largely made up 
of compositions by Chopin, of which 
he is a master interpreter. And 
the thought must have been invol- 
untary in the minds of many, that 
the pianist has many of the best 
qualities of the great Polish com- 
poser for, whom a French artist 
has naturally a more than academic 
feeling on account of Chopin’s long 
residence in Paris and the French 
influence on his creative genius. 

The resemblance of Cortot to 
Chopin is shown in many things. 
There is the infinite poetry in the 
work of the composer, which had 
no faint reflection in the feeling 
of the pianist. And there was the 
originality of Chopin, who writes 
twenty-four  preludes, repeating 
sometimes the quality of the senti- 
ment two or more are founded on, 
but each as individual a conception 
as the different style of the ending 
of each. 

In Cortot’s case, his originality 
expressed itself in one respect in 
the making of his program, which 
was quite different from the usual 
concert list. 


| Vivaldi, 


The opening small concerto by 


which the program notes 
said had been attributed both to 


W. F. and J. S. Bach, and was in 
severely classic style, opening with 
a long crescendo in octaves, that 
provided in itself an interesting 
study of dynamics, passed into the 
expected quiet movement of pas- 
toral style and ended in fugual 
form. 

The Chopin Andante and Polo- 
naise really introduced M. Cortot 
in his best manner, however, and 
proved him equally the great inter- 
preter of the virile Chopin, as ex- 
pressed in the high thoughts and 
the martial manner of the Polonaise 
and in the exquisiteness of the An- 
dante that is Chopin in his other 
manifestations. 

In the twenty-four predudes the 
pianist, like the composer, produced 
twenty-fo@r different moods, and 
each piece had its inimitable charm, 
that might be singled out for adula- 
tion. 

In a Saint Saens etude, Cortot did 
what he could for the modern com- 
poser, but the work was too close 
to the Chopin genius, and 
lustre. Debussy piece, founded on 
an old legend, was interesting, and 
a Saint Saens’ Bourree’ for the left 
hand alone, emphasized a power 
the pianist had already manifested, 
especially in the Vivaldi concerto. 

The Liszt Rhapsody No. 2 was a 
marvelous close, its opening chorus 
sounding tHe call to the depths of 
one’s imagination and its gaiety de- 
fiant in its brilliance and abandon.

GUNFERENCE ON TARIFE 
MEETS WITH SUCCESS 


Differences Between Two 
Branches of Congress on 
Fordney Bill Melting. 


Washington, February 21.—At- 
tempts of the house and senate con- 
ference committees to iron ont dif- 
ferences in the Fordnéy emergency 
tariff today were successful with 
respect to four amendments but 
three others, all of which were add- 
ed by the senate, were passed over 
until another meeting tomorrow. 

The conference session ended, 
however, with its members widely 
separated on the questions of duties 
on wheat, olives and sugar and also 
as to the’ length of long staple cot- 
ton which should pe protected. 

The amendments agreed to by the 
house conferees included a tariff of 
thirty cents per bushel on flax seed: 
the exemption of rice to be used in 
the manufacture of canned goods. A 
tariff of two cents per pound on 
lemons; a tariff of two cents per 
pound on fresh and frozen meats, 
and the exemption from tariff of 
imported livestock which is to be 
used for breeding purposes. 

Democratic members of house 
committee declared after the con- 
ference that they expected to see 
few changes made in the bill as it 
passed the senate. Although re- 
publican members of the conference 
declined to discuss what had gone 
on behind the closed doors, their 
democratic colleagues freely stated 
that the house republicans appar- 
ently were willing to take the 
broader senate bill and had ex- 
pressed the hope that by accepting 
the senate amendments the bill 
could be sent earlier to the presi- 
dent. Their intention, it was said, 
was to have time to attempt to over- 
ride presidential veto if such was 
necessary.

Wants Quick Trial 

“But, gentlemen, I want to dis- 
pose of this casé as soon as possi- 
ble,” said Judge, Sowell, “I have 
other work to do and I have no in- 
tention of spending the summer on 
Marion county’s work.” 's 

Few persons were in the eourt 
roem when the case was called, an 
interesting contrast with the same 
room the latter part of January, 
when Sergeant Robert J. Lancaster 
was placed on trial. This was due 
to the cold weather, which kept 
many persons away and the system 
of apportioning witnesses for the 
week. Omily sufficient state witness- 
es were ordered here Monday for 
the first day’s work. Others have 
been called for Tuesday 4nd _ still 
others for Wednesday. The defense 
has ordered its witnesses here for 
Thursday, allowing the state three 
days for the presentation of its 
testimony. — 

Many New Witnesses.

Suing for$ 400,000 


Mollie Quirk Tells Jury Kal- 


laher Agreed to Bequeath 
Her His Property. 


— 

Memphis, Tenn., February 21.— 
Miss Mollie Quirk, of Milwaukee, 
testifying in federal court here to- 
day in her suit seeking to obtain 
$400,000 of the estate of the late 
Patrick Kallaher, wealthy Mem- 
phian, described a courtship extend- 
ing over a period of twenty years, 
told of importunities Kallaher is 
said to have made during that pe- 
riod that she marry hity of two to 
three letters exchanged’ each week 
during the two decades, and of a 
mutual agreement which, she said, 
provided that should sne remain un- 
married until his death she was to 
receive the bulk of his estaté. 

Parental objection, owing to the 
disparity in their ages—Miss Quirk 
was 16 and Kallaher 32, when they 
met in Wakausha in 1888—and Kal- 
laher’s physical condition, Prevent- 
ed  waseal marriage, Miss Quirk testi- 
fied. 

Much of the morning session of 
court was taken up in argument 
as to whether Miss Quirk might re- 
count thé “love, loyalty and affec- 
tion” to Kallaher set forth in her 
declaration. Judge Session, in de- 
ciding the point, held that the Case 
was an unusual one “not to be 
bound at the outset by iron-clad 
rules,” and ruled that services ren- 
deréd Kallaher by Miss Quirk were 
to be valued by the jury in the light 
of the affection which prompted 
them. . 

Miss Quirk, in the course of her 
testimony, told of gifts of bonds 
made to her by Kallaher totalling 
$40,000. 

The present trial is the fourth 
time the case has been heard in 
federal court here. In the first 
trial the late Judge John E. McCall 
sustained a demurrer that the con- 
tract set forth by Miss Quirk was 
against marriage and, therefore, 
against public policy, but his opin- 
ion was over-ruled by the court °} 
appeals. The second trial resulte 
in a verdict of $100,000 for Miss 
Quirk, which Judge McCall set 
aside. At a subsequent trial the 
jury was unable to agree.

They will. have as their 
aim the granting of a temporary in- 
junction, which would restrain those 
against whom the proceedings wil 
be directed from further participa- 
tion in what the government al- 
leges to be a conspiracy by curtail- 
ing production in Arkansas, Oklano- 
ma, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama, and in any agreement 
to control prices.

Wilmington; N. C., February 21.— 
The flying boat Ponce de Leon, 
which reached Southport, near htre, 


late Saturday from New York after 
flying seven passengers 725 miles 
in six hours and 57 minutes, was 
forced to land on rough seas Sun- 
day shortly after leaving Southport, 
it was learned tonight. The boat 
put into Shallotte,. N. C., and is 
awaiting the arrival of a new ra- 
diator which is expected tomorrow. 

The flight is a test trip for the 
machine, it was said today, and if 
it proves satisfactory, the plane 
may be put in operation between 
New Orleans and Pittsburg follow- 
ing the route of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers.

Athens, Ga., February 21.—(Spe- 


cial.)—A special meeting of ‘the 
Clarke eounty commissioners was 
held today, when a reward 6f $1,- 
500 was offered for the arrest, with 
proof to convict, of the unknown 
parties who broke into the court- 
house and jail on last Wednesday 
and took therefrom John Eber- 
hardt{ a negro, who was charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Walter 
Lee, of Oconee county. The reward 
will be divided as follows: $500 
for the first; $500 for the second, 
and $500 for the third. 

Judge Blanton Fortson, of the 
western circuit, has called the 
grand jury serving in January to 
reconvene in the grand jury room 
of the Clarke county courthouse 
at 10 o’clock Friday morning, Feb- 
fuary 256, for the transaction of 
such business. . 

Practically every clergyman in 
Athens yesterday dealt strongly 
with the lynchers of John Eber- 
hardt, the negro, thought to have 
murdered Mrs. Walter Lee in O”%0- 
nee county last Wednesday, con- 
demning the action of the crowd 
who took the negro from the 
Clarke county jail and later burn- 
ed him at the stake in Oconee 
county near the scene of the crime. 


Educators Condemn Mob. 


At the meeting of the members 
of the faculty of the University of 
Georgia, late this afternoon, the 
storming of Clarke county court- 
house and jail and the: lynching of 
the negro Eberhart in Oconee coun- 
ty, for the murder of Mrs. Walter 
Lee, was discussed and resolutions 
of condemnation of the acts com- 
mitted by the crowd were passed. 

The resolution is as follows: 

‘The faculty oi the University of Georgia 
feels that it must express in a public way 
its unqualified contiemnation of the action 
of the mob which lynched the negro, Eber- 
hart, on February 16. That euch an occur- 
rence as the storming of a jail should have 
taken place under the shadow of one of the 
oldest state universities, and in a town 
widely known for its culture and for the 
law-abiding qualities of its citizenship, in- 
terisifies the humiliation which we feel at 
every such outbreak, wherever it may oc- 


cur. 

‘‘Civilized society rests upon the making 
and -enforcement of just laws. Our law, 
which is only the expression of the will of 
the people, guarantees to every accused per- 
son a fair trial, and we have set up courts 
and elected officers to enforce these laws. 
The security of our lives and property de- 
ends upon the fearless and impartial en- 
orcement of the law. Where there is ne 
law, life and property are at the megcy of 
po ular whims and passions. Lynch law 
eips nothing, cures no evils; it .only breeds 
contempt for all government and thus tends 
to undermine our civilization. 

‘In the words of the chancellor to the 
students: ‘The crime was one which de- 
served death. The provocation was one of 
the extremist nature. Such crimes as that 
committed yesterday morning are driving 
white people out of the country. But this 
negro Was in the hands of the law, and it 
was the law that was wounded, the law 
which is our only hope in this country. 
There was a way to punish the criminal 
under the law, and it is the duty of all 
who wish well to the safety of our state 
to uphold the law. We must not drift into 
apvarchy. We must not let our fair land be- 
ceme a lawless waste.’,’’
